Aa quickly as the demand fo 
Japanese labor In Hawaii ceases, Japan 
ese immigration will end. Tbe atatls'ic 
ol the Immigration itself show that ib 
Is the case. 
"Whether annexation succeeds or fail 


tbe Hawaiian government bas it in its 
power to guard against anv possible 
darner of Japanese domination. The
